Those who have had sn opportanity of
witnessing an occulation of either of the
brighter stars in its path would do well
to eommunicate their notes to some guar-
ter where they will be accessible for scien-
tilio objects. Two instances of the kind
bave come to my kpowledge, in whieh
the planet Mars was occulated by the
meteor. Observations by @ watch, or by
some otber reliable standard, of the exact
time of visibility, are also desirable.

The question whether the metcor was
finally consumed in the atmospbere, or
passed out of it, will be best deeided by |
its appearance at sea from vessels two or
three hundred miles to the eastward of
New-York.
